If a new trial ii so often found necessary 
jo superior Court*, where Judges of con- 
siderable experience both at the bar and 
on the beach, usually preiide, how it it 
less necettary in an inferior Court, 
where ihe officer presiding can seldom, 
if ever, poasesi either the experience 
or Ihe lore, which an extensive practice at 
tht bar must neeeaaarily compel a leading 
practitioner lo acquire. The chancel uf 
uiitdecision in a Court of Requests are 
fourfold what they air in the Supreme 
Court ; and the remedy by new trial 
ought, one would think, to bear some kind 
of ratio to mch chances, But in Ihe 
Supreme Court there ii do ipecitic limit 
lo the grounds for new trial, because lite [ 
nature of the thing will not in reason ad- 
mit uf arbitrary limitation, whilst ihe 
ingenious framer of the Act in question | 
gives one only case for new trial, differ- 
ence of opinion in the two aueiauri.
